The Opequan, at the point whero
most of the battle was fought, is a
bright, rapid stream, easily fordable
at most points. It runs about two
miles east of Winchester, in a north-
erly direction. Behind it, on that
morning, when Wilson woke him up,
Early had only one division of infan-
try, W harton's, 1 think, and Fitz
Hugh Lee's cavalry, not more than
4,500 men,  Upon this small body
was now advancing the Sixth, Eigh-
teenth and Nineteenth corps, and
Wilson's aud Merritt's cavalry. Your
readers can therefore well nmnagine
that Early had good reason to he
alarmed.  Whatever his faults the
man was a true soldier, and by the
greatest exertions before anything
like the full force of Sheridan's at-
tack fell on him, he brought up his
whole command and ful!m.‘tl it in ling
of battle between Opequan Creek and
this place.
